NICE  1981 


Charles  Muchmore,  Jr.,  General  Chairman  of  the  1981  Numismatics  Inter- 
national Coin  Exposition  (NICE),  reports  "everything  is  coming  together 
and  all  appears  go  for  NICE  1981.''  NICE  is  the  fastest  growing  inter- 
national coin  and  paper  money  show  in  the  United  States  and  is  spons- 
ored by  Numismatics  International  and  the  International  Bank  Note  Soc- 
iety. The  third  annual  NICE  is  scheduled  for  November  13-15,  1981  at 
the  Dunfev  Dallas  Hotel  in  Dallas,  Texas.  Muchmore  noted  "attendance 
at  NICE  1980  was  over  1000  and  we  anticipate  an  even  bigger  attendance 
this  year." 

The  Dunfev  Dallas  Hotel  is  convenient  to  both  Dallas  airports  (Love 
Field  and  Dallas/Ft.  Worth  International)  and  is  just  a short  ride 
away  from  some  of  Dallas'  best  shopping  centers  and  malls.  The  hotel 
is  also  a stop  on  the  Surtran  bus  system  which  serves  both  Dallas 
airports.  The  medieval  castle  atmosphere  of  the  hotel  provides  an 
excellent  setting  for  the  show.  The  ballroom,  where  the  bourse  will 
be  held,  has  over  10,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  plus  a large 
foyer  area  which  will  be  used  for  registration,  publications  and  club 
tables.  The  hotel  is  now  in  the  final  stages  of  a three  year  remodel- 
ing project  and  has  excellent  restaurants  and  a disco. 

Ross  Schraeder,  Bourse  Chairman  of  NICE,  reports  that  "the  bourse  is 
already  75%  sold  out  with  returning  dealers  and  an  early  sell  out  is 
expected.  We  are  also  hoping  to  have  more  overseas  dealers  this  year." 
NICE  will  feature  82  leading  international  coin  and  paper  money  deal- 
ers. Interested  dealers  are  urged  to  write  for  bourse  applications 
as  soon  as  possible  to  avoid  disappointment. 

Bruce  Donahue,  NICE  Auction  Chairman,  noted  "I  am  pleased  to  announce 
that  the  NICE  1981  auction  has  been  awarded  to  William  M.  Rosenblum  of 
Evergreen,  Colorado.  Rosenblum  in  performing  his  first  combination 
mail  bid  and  floor  auction  for  NICE  1980  produced  a first  class  cata- 
log and  auction  and  he  expects  to  have  an  even  better  auction  this 
year."  Rosenblum  is  now  in  the  process  of  accepting  consignments  for 
the  NICE  1981  auction  and  interested  parties  may  contact  him  at  P.  0.

Elmore  Scott,  NICE  Exhibits  Chairman,  noted  "I  am  now  in  the  process 
of  accepting  exhibit  applications  for  NICE  1981."  Exhibitors  must  be

On  the  1st  of  April,  1977,  the  Central  Bank  of  Tanzania  announced 
that  the  100/-  note  of  Tanzania  (Pick  5)  would  not  be  a legal  tender 
note  after  seven  days.  New  notes  of  100/-  were  to  be  introduced  to 
replace  the  old  ones.  In  seven  days,  people  could  change  their  old 
notes  for  new  notes  at  all  banks  in  Tanzania.  After  April  7,  1977 
the  old  notes  were  no  longer  legal  tender  in  Tanzania.  Details  of  the 
new  notes  are  not  yet  available.

From  SINGAPORE?  comes  this  small  Brass  token.  It  shows  a Crowned 
Lion  above  a shield  with  the  initials  BEG.  The  legend  around  the 
lion  is  BARMER  EXPORTERS  CO  / TJA(?)  SINGA.  On  the  reverse  is  a 
"Bull's  Eye".

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CITY  OF  VIENNA 
NOTGELD

Few  cities  of  the  world  today  can  match  Vienna,  Austria  (present  popu- 
lation 1,650,500)  for  beauty,  culture  or  historical  importance.  Vienna 
was  the  residence  of  the  Imperial  Austrian  court  for  six  centuries, 
leaving  behind  an  indelible  imprint  of  the  Habsburg  royal  family.  In 
1273  Rudolph  I founded  the  Habsburg  dynasty  there  and  in  1918  the  ab- 
dication of  Karl  I marks  the  collapse  of  the  Danubian  Dual  Monarchy  of 
Austria-Hungary  and  the  end  of  the  second  largest  empire  in  Europe. 

Historically  the  heart  of  the  city  was  a Roman  Legion  camp  with  the 
Latin  name  "Vindobona"  and  Roman  artifacts  are  still  being  discovered 
during  routine  building  excavations;  Roman  Emperor  Mark  Aurel  died 
here  in  180  AD.  Later,  Lombards,  Slavs  and  Franks  met  here,  and  by 
630  to  660  a fortress  of  importance  had  arisen  in  the  area  of  what  is 
now  the  major  market  place.  By  the  9th  century  the  city  was  the  larg- 
est and  richest  in  Western  Europe  as  well  as  an  outpost  against  the 
encroachment  of  the  Magyars  (Hungarians)  to  the  east  and  the  Turks  to 
the  south.  About  this  time  the  name  "Wenia"  first  came  into  use,  later 
to  become  "Wien",  or  Vienna.  From  1125  to  1246  the  Babenberg  family 
ruled  the  city  and  under  them  was  begun  the  now  famous  St.  Stephen 
Cathedral . 

In  1529  and  again  in  1683,  Vienna  was  besieged  by  the  Turks  and  became 
an  outpost  of  Christianity.  During  the  latter  siege  the  beleaguered 
city  resisted  for  two  full  months  until  a relief  force  of  80,000  men 
under  Duke  Charles  of  Lorraine  decisively  defeated  the  Turks  on  12 
September  1683.  From  then  on  the  Austrian  emperor  was  considered  the 
savior  of  Europe  and  Christendom.  The  Turkish  menace  was  broken  for 
all  time  by  the  Austrian  general  Prince  Eugene  and  there  followed  a 
long  period  of  Austrian  prosperity,  especially  distinguished  by  the 
reign  of  Maria  Theresa  (1740-1780).  Daughter  of  Karl  VI,  the  Empress 
established  herself  in  Europe  by  great  strength  of  character  and  stead- 
iness of  political  action,  making  her  famous  at  a time  of  many  celebrit- 
ies, she  enhanced  the  beauty  of  the  capital  with  well  planned  building 
programs  and  developments. 

During  the  upheavals  of  the  Napoleonic  Wars,  Austria,  under  the  rule 
of  Emperor  Franz  II,  obtained  the  domain  of  the  archbishop  of  Salzburg 
in  1805,  and  1806  the  emperor  renounced  the  title  of  Head  of  the  Holy 
Roman  Empire  and  became  Franz  I,  Emperor  of  Austria.  When  Napoleon's 
empire  collapsed  in  1814,  Vienna  quickly  supplanted  Paris  as  the  center 
of  Europe,  and  the  Congress  of  Vienna  furnished  a pretext  for  fetes 
still  remembered,  while  settling  the  fates  of  victor  and  vanquished. 
Vienna  became  a center  of  music,  art  and  culture  unsurpassed.  Prince- 
ly palaces,  residences  and  churches  sprang  up  and  overflowed  the  17th 
century  city  walls.  Death  cut  short  plans  by  Emperor  Josef  II  to 
launch  a comprehensive  refurbishing  of  the  old  city  and  it  was  not 
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until  the  long  reign  of  Franz-Josef  (1848-1916)  that  the  gigantic  re- 
building of  the  city  was  undertaken,  which  gives  Vienna  her  face  of 
today. 

In  1857,  by  Imperial  decree,  the  city  bastions  were  removed  to  create 
the  "Ring",  a magnificent  boulevard  which  opened  the  capital  into  a 
hugh  building  site,  attracting  famous  architects  from  around  the  world 
to  the  emperor's  projects.  Beautiful  buildings  arose  on  all  sides, 
including  the  city  hall,  parliament,  opera.  Votive  church,  Fine  Arts 
and  Natural  History  museums.  The  Ring  was  further  beautified  by  love- 
ly public  gardens  and  fine  vistas. 

Vienna  became  the  symbol  of  a way  of  life  as  well  as  a beautiful  city 
and  to  this  day  can  be  thus  characterized,  and  by  a vast  spectrum  of 
rich  cultural  opportunities.  With  the  loss  of  World  War  I and  the  col- 
lapse of  the  empire,  Austria  became  a shadow  of  her  former  self.  Her 
fragmented  empire  gave  rise  to  a whole  series  of  new  countries  and 
Vienna  declined  politically  in  importance  if  not  in  beauty.  Apart  from 
the  numerous  problems  resulting  from  her  defeat,  Austria  faced  peculiar 
difficulties  created  as  a result  of  the  country  moving  away  from  a 
great  empire  ruled  by  an  authoritarian  emperor  to  a shrunken  republic. 
She  suffered  severly  from  the  hyperinflation  shared  with  her  German 
neighbor.  She  met  this  problem  particularly  by  the  use  of  emergency 
money  or  "notgeld"  to  help  compensate  for  the  lss  of  the  hoarded  coin- 
age. 

Vienna  had  only  one  official  city  issue  but  there  were  at  least  65 
private  issues  by  sources  ranging  from  bakeries  to  banks.  The  city 
notes,  or  "Kassenschein" , often  turn  up  in  heavily  used  condition  in- 
dicating they  were  issued  to  fill  an  actual  need  rather  than  to  "bene- 
fit" the  collector  as  too  often  happened  with  notgeld  in  many  places 
during  this  period.  The  city  issues  consisted  of  a series  of  small

notes  denominated  in  10,  20  and  50  Heller  and  appeared  between  4 Octo- 
ber 1919  and  31  December  1921,  in  several  varieties.  Illustrated  above 
is  a 50  Heller  dated  21  November  1919,  in  dark  green,  depicting  the 
city  hall  on  the  left  of  the  obverse,  and  the  Austrian  coat  of  arms. 
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All  reverse  statements  are  similar  and  read:  "To  alleviate  the  need 

for  small  units  of  money,  the  municipality  of  Vienna  issues  two  million 
Kronen  in  vouchers.  These  vouchers  are  noninterest  bearing,  will  be 
taken  in  payment  by  the  government  of  Vienna  until  June  30,  1920  and 
in  the  time  from  1-30  June  1920  will  be  cashed  as  legal  tender.  Forg- 
ery of  this  note  will  be  legally  punished".

A 50  Heller  note  dated  3 December  1920  is  exactly  like  the  previous 
one  except  that  the  name  of  the  printer,  Paul  Gerin  of  Vienna,  is 
added  at  the  bottom.

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20  Heller,  4 October  1919 
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dated  4 October  1919  is  quite  difference  from  the  one  dated  13  February

A series  of  city  notes  dated  1 November  1918  in  larger  denominations, 
issued  just  before  the  end  of  the  war,  are  all  in  Kronen.  Each  car- 
ries a series  and  serial  number  on  the  obverse  and  the  following  rath- 
er optimistic  text  on  the  reverse: 


"Constrained  by  the  momentary  shortage  of  ready  cash  the  municipality 
of  Vienna,  on  the  basis  of  the  decision  of  the  city  council  on  25  Oc- 
tober 1918  to  fulfill  her  financial  obligations,  issues  vouchers  in 
the  total  amount  of  50  million  Kronen.  These  vouchers  are  noninterest 
bearing,  will  be  taken  in  payment  by  the  City  of  Vienna  from  1 January  - 
28  February  1919  in  legal  tender  or  when  necessary  exchanged  by  vouch- 
ers with  longer  running  dates".

By  1919,  following  the  Treaty  of  St.  Germain-en-Laye , Austria  became 
a republic  with  Vienna  as  its  capital  and  Dr.  Karl  Renner  as  Chancell- 
or. In  the  siezure  of  Austria  in  1938  Hitler  incorporated  his  native 
country  into  Greater  Germany  as  a province  described  as  "Ostmark". 

On  April  11,  1945,  the  Russians  captured  Vienna  after  a destructive 
and  prolonged  struggle,  and  the  city  was  divided  into  four  occupation 
zones  similar  to  Berlin.  The  Belvedere  Treaty  of  15  May  1955  pro- 
claimed Austrian  neutrality  and  the  country  was  rid  of  all  her  occupy- 
ing powers,  both  east  and  west.  Since  then  increasing  tourism,  re- 
furbishment of  a somewhat  faded  opulence  and  the  never  failing  humor 
of  the  populace  have  restored  Vienna  to  a position  of  world  eminence 
despite  her  location  just  44  miles  from  the  Iron  Curtain.

Truly  a two-headed  coin,  this  1966 
ten  shilling  coin  of  Guernsey  has 
the  bust  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  on 
the  obverse  and  King  William  I on  the  reverse.  The  coin  commemorates 
the  900th  anniversary  of  the  Norman  Conquest  by  William,  Duke  of 
Normandy,  later  called  William  the  Conqueror  , who  became  William  I , 
King  of  England.  After  they  were  bested,  the  Channel  Islands  assisted 
the  Duke  in  conquering  England.  The  resultant  privileges  afforded  the 
Islanders  makes  for  a very  colorful  history. 
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VASCO  NUSEZ  de  balboa

The  name  BALBOA  was  well  chosen  by  the  Founding  Fathers  for  the  mone- 
tary unit  of  the  newly  formed  Republic  of  Panama  in  1904.  All  in  hon- 
or of  Vasco  Nunez  de  Balboa,  the  gallant  nobleman  who  discovered  "el 
Mar  del  Sur".  Few  of  tie  heroes  of  history  have  gone  through  so  many 
vicissitudes.  Few  have  swung  so  far  between  glory  £ J isery;  between 
death  and  triumph.  Few  can  boast  mo_'e  incredible  exploits  and  more 
far-reaching  achievements.  None  had  a more  tragic  end,  and  none  among 
the  Spanish  Conquistadores  of  the  New  World  show  in  their  careers  a 
more  honorable  balance  to  their  credit.  For  it  is  in  the  accounts  of 
virtues  and  faults  that  greatness  of  a soul  is  measured.

Adventurous,  Yes.  In  the  quest  for  gold  and  fame.  Yes,  Balboa  joined 
Enciso's  expedition  as  a stowaway  hiding  in  a cask.  He  ended  his  ven- 
ture by  becoming  "Saviour"  and  then  the  head  of  his  intrepid  band 
that  started  the  Colonization  of  the  Isthmus  of  Panama.  Balboa  made 
himself  loved  and  respected  by  his  men,  but  what  is  even  more  uncom- 
mon, also  by  the  Indians  he  converted  into  friends  and  allies.  He  was 
harsh  and  cruel  at  times,  but  his  customary  course  was  to  be  very  hu- 
mane and  loyal.  He  won  control  over  the  inhabitants  of  the  lands  he 
explored  by  tactfulness,  by  goodwill,  and  by  kindness  rather  than  by 
deceit  and  terror. 

It  was  due  to  this  rare  combination  of  daring,  ability,  and  fortitude 
— and  of  diplomacy  and  leadership  that  he  was  able  to  enlist  the  co- 
operation of  the  aborigines  in  aiding  a couple  hundred  Spaniards  and 
Indians  in  the  astonishing  feat  of  crossing  the  highest  mountains  of 
Darien  of  the  Caribbean  Isthmian  shores  ever  onward  to  the  bountiful 
beauty  of  the  first  sight  by  a European  of  the  South  Seas  (the  Paci- 
fic Ocean).  He  fought  nature,  and  hostile  indians  without  the  loss  of 
a single  man.  His  epic  in  history  is  followed  in  Panama  with  interest 
and  delight. 

Capture  of  the  domain  of  the  Indian  Chieftain  Careta  came  about  when 
the  village  was  plundered  and  burned.  Balboa  listened  to  the  plight 
and  pleas  of  the  Great  Chief  as  he  told  of  a lack  of  supplies,  food 
and  wealth  due  to  warring  between  tribes.  These  were  considered 
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an  understood  by  Balboa  and  he  compassionately  freed  the  Indians,  who 
later  became  friends  and  joined  in  Balboa's  band.  Chief  Careta  pled- 
ged his  word  of  Peace  and  to  prove  it,  gave  his  daughter  in  betrothal 
to  the  conquering  hero.  The  gallant  Balboa  made  the  beautiful  Indian 
Princess  the  mistress  of  his  cabin. 

Balboa  has  many  "firsts"  to  his  credit  during  his  exploration  of  the 
New  World.  He  participated  in  the  first  expedition  of  white  men  to 
visit  the  shores  of  Uraba  and  Eastern  Panama.  He  was  the  first  Com- 
mander to  subdue  and  pacify  the  Indians  of  Darien.  He  was  the  first 
Spanish  Captain  to  command  and  preserve  the  first  permanent  colony  on 
the  mainland  of  the  New  World.  He  was  the  first  white  man  to  cross 
and  re-cross  the  Continent  of  America  and  to  view  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

He  is  credited  with  being  the  first  to  build  ships  on  the  shores  of 
the  New  World,  and  to  navigate  the  Pacific  along  the  coast.  His  famous 
letter  of  June  1513  is  the  very  first  document  describing  Darien,  and 
other  sections  of  the  Continent.  His  was  a Roll  of  Honor  Achievement 
reached  by  so  very  few  men  in  a lifetime. 

All  of  his  good  deeds  were  to  no  avail  as  greed,  envy  and  treachery 
reigned  and  all  of  his  past  greatness  was  ignored.  Trumped-up  and 
false  charges  made  by  the  jealous  ones  resulted  in  his  arrest,  his 
conviction  and  his  beheading  in  the  Public  Square.  His  magnificent 
leonine  head  was  jabbed  on  the  end  of  a staff  and  displayed  for  many 
days  in  full  view  of  a horrified,  mystified  populace.

Almost  every  Panamanian  coin  with  some  exceptions  from  1904  to  the 
present  day,  carry  the  portrait  bust  of  Balboa  and  pay  homage  to  him. 
The  earlier  years  of  coinage  portrays  a soft  plummed  helmeted  older 
featured  Balboa  (fig.  2 ),  while  the  coins  following  the  1930  Monetary 
Act  shows  a more  youthful  figure  wearing  a Morion  helmet  (fig.  V. 

The  monetary  unit  whereby  100  centesimos  equal  One  Balboa  serves  as  a 
daily  reminder  to  the  citizenry  of  the  proud  beginnings  of  their  heri- 
tage beginning  with  the  visit  of  Vasco  Nunez  de  Balboa.

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THE  ORDER  OF  THE  GOLDEN  FLEECE

For  over  500  years  the  Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece  remained  one  of  the 
most  illustrious  orders  of  chivalry  on  the  European  continent.  The 
order  was  unique  in  that  it  was  claimed  by  two  dynasties  - the  Haps- 
burgs  of  Austria  and  the  Bourbons  of  Spain  - yet  it  was  founded  by 
neither . 

To  celebrate  his  marriage  to  Princess  Isabella  of  Portugal  in  1429, 
Philip  the  Good,  duke  of  Burgundy,  instituted  a new  order  of  chivalry 
at  Bruges  in  Flanders  and  named  it  the  Golden  Fleece.  The  fleece  pro- 
bably referred  to  the  Argonauts  but  more  likely  was  chosen  to  symbol- 
ize the  wealth  and  power  of  the  Flemish  woolen  trade. 

In  1477  the  Grand  Mastership  passed  to  the  napsburgs  when  Burgundy  be- 
came the  possession  of  the  Archduke  Maximilian  (later  Holy  Roman  Em- 
peror) .

Then  in  1556,  the  Emperor  Charles  V (Maximilian's  grandson)  bestowed 
the  grand  mastership  of  the  order  on  his  son,  Philip  II,  King  of  Spain. 
Thereafter  the  Spanish  Hapsburgs  continued  it  as  purely  Spanish  order. 
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But  when  this  branch  of  the  dynasty  became  extinct  in  1700  and  the 
Bourbon  Philip  V (Louis  XIV' s grandson)  ascended  the  Spanish  throne, 
the  War  of  Spanish  Succession  ensued.  At  war's  end  in  1713,  the  Haps- 
burg  Emperor  Charles  VI  claimed  the  grand  mastership  and  instituted 
an  Austrian  order  in  Vienna,  At  the  same  time,  a second  order  was  es- 
tablished in  Spain  with  Philip  V as  its  grand  master.  From  then  on 
the  Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece  became  the  principal  chivalric  order 
of  both  Austria  and  Spain. 

The  Austrian  branch  of  the  order  lasted  until  the  fall  of  the  Haps- 
burgs  in  1918  while  the  Spanish  branch  continued  until  the  overthrow 
of  Alphonso  XIII  in  1931.  The  order  was  so  esteemed  that  the  collar 
of  the  Golden  Fleece  was  incorporated  as  a device  on  many  large  coins 
of  both  countries.  As  shown  above,  the  collar  adds  an  important  and 
decorative  design  as  it  surrounds  the  respective  coats  of  arms.

THE  COINS  OF  KIAQ  CHAU

Kiao  Chau  is  on  a bay  of  Shantung  Province  in  China,  on  the  Yellow  Sea 
The  administrative  city-port  is  Tsingtao,  the  best  seaside  resort  in 
North  China.  Germany  leased  117  square  miles  of  the  area  in  1898  for 
99  years. 

When  the  First  World  War  broke  out  the  harbor  served  as  a base  for 
German  raiding  warships.  It  was  blockaded  by  the  Japanese  navy  and 
attacked  by  a British-Japanese  force.  The  fortress  capitulated  in  1914 
It  was  restored  by  Japan  to  China  in  1922.  The  Japanese  took  it  again 
in  the  Second  World  War,  restoring  it  a second  time  to  China  after 
the  hostilities  ended  in  the  mid  1940s.

In  1909  the  Germans  issued  two  coins  in  copper  nickel  based  on  100 
cents  to  the  dollar.  They  are  the  5 cents  and  10  cents  portraying  on 
one  side  the  Imperial  German  Eagle.  The  reverse  is  distinctly  Chinese 
Empire  and  slightly  reminiscent  of  Hong  Kong  coins. 

Kiaochow  in  Chinese  and  Kiautschow  in  German  are  other  spellings  for 
this  former  German  territory. 
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NETHERLANDS  VARIETIES  understanding  the  difference

Few  major  varieties  exist  in  Netherlands  coinage.  The  few  which  do 
exist  are  many  times  incorrectly  identified,  especially  when  offered 
for  sale.  There  is  an  obvious  temptation,  when  one  has  a coin  for 
which  two  or  more  varieties  exist,  to  decide  that  the  coin  which  you 
have  is  the  scarcer  variety.  This  situation  is  very  much  aggravated 
by  the  fact  that  most  standard  references  give  very  little  detail  to 
assist  collectors  and  dealers  in  determining  a specific  variety. 

This  is  particularly  true  in  the  Netherlands  section  of  the  Krause/ 

Mi  shier  standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins. 

One  such  coin  is  the  silver  2li  Gulden  of  Queen  Wilhelmina  ( Y — 4 7 ) dated 
from  1929  to  1943.  The  years  1932  and  1938  exist  in  two  varieties, 
the  normal  hair  and  the  coarse  hair  type.  The  two  varieties  are  il- 
lustrated below.

Some  specific  things  to  look  for  in  determining  if  you  have  a "coarse 
hair"  variety: 

1.  The  legend  on  the  obverse  is  closer  to  the  rim  (space 
between  the  letters  and  the  dots  is  about  half  of  what 
the  normal  coin  has. 

2.  There  is  "hairline"  detail  on  the  eyebrow  and  much  more 
detail,  depth  and  hairlines  in  the  headdress. 

Perhaps  the  very  best  method  to  use  in  determining  which  type  you 
have  is  to  compare  your  specimen  with  a 1933  dated  coin.  All  7933 
coins  are  of  the  scarce  "coarse  hair"  type  (only  the  1932  and  1938 
versions  are  scarce) . 

A note  of  caution:  Counterfeits  of  these  scarce  varieties  exist.  Two 

types  are  known  to  exist: 

1.  Genuine  1932  and  1938  coins  which  have  had  extensive  "en- 
graving” done  on  the  headdress  (very  deceptive) . The 
spacing  between  the  legend  and  dots  on  these  is  however 
not  correct. 
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2.  I have  also  seen  a 1933  coin  with  the  last  3 altered  and 
changed  into  an  8.  This  was  an  obvious  fake  since  this 
coin  had  a "seahorse"  mintmastermark . Genuine  specimens 
have  a "bunch  of  grapes"  mintmastermark.

Here  is  a bronze  piece  with  a mountain  on  it  - Mt.  Fuji.  It  is  the 
size  as  a Japanese  10  Yen  (Yeoman  // 73)  used  since  1951.  What's  more 
the  wreath  and  ribbon  appear  to  be  the  same  as  used  on  the  10  Yen. 
Even  the  plain  two-step  edge  is  the  same.  23  mm.  diameter. 


But  it  is  not  a coin  and  shows  remains  of  where  it  was  mounted. 

Our  remaining  question,  is  the  Question  Mark  between  the  T?Y  on  the 
side  with  the  wreath.  What  does  it  mean?  Is  it  really  Japanese.  Com- 
pare it  with  Yeoman  73  and  write  us.

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COWRIES

You  live  near  a tropical  beach.  Every  time  it  rains  thousands  of  lit- 
tle shells  wash  up  on  the  shore.  They're  lovely  little  things,  shiny, 
domed  ovoids  with  a serrated  cleft  on  the  bottom.  They  feel  good  in 
the  hand,  clink  agreeably  when  you  shake  a bunch  of  them,  they  make 
snazzy  neckwear  done  up  in  strings.  The  hill  people's  women  like  them 
so  much  that  if  you  bring  a double  handful  up  to  them  you  can  bring 
back  a pottery  cup,  or  a chicken,  or  a six  inch  piece  of  copper  wire, 
or  a half  pound  of  salt,  or  an  ounce  of  gold,  depending  on  where  and 
when  this  is  happening. 

Trading  seashells  is  an  ancient  and  ubiquitous  human  pastime,  much 
older  than  trade  in  bits  of  metal.  Of  the  hundreds  of  types  of  shells 
and  shell  products  that  served  as  symbols  of  standard  value,  cowries, 
particularly  the  species  Cyprea  moneta  and  Cyprea  Annulus,  have  seen 
the  widest  use.  They  have  remained  popular  throughout  history,  one 
reason  being  perhaps  that  they  are  impossible  to  counterfeit,  another 
perhaps  that  they  make  great  jewelry.

There  is  a running  debate  as  to  whether  C.  Moneta  or  C.  Annulus  are 
truly  separate  species.  They  exhibit  intermediate  types,  the  extremes 
being  the  distinct  shoulders  of  C.  Moneta  and  the  smooth  egg  shape  of 
C.  Annulus.  Size  varies  from  1/2  to  1-1/4  inches.  The  ranges  of 
the  two  types  overlap,  C.  Annulus  growing  from  the  east  African  coast 
to  the  Red  Sea  and  Persia,  and  C.  Moneta  from  the  Red  Sea,  along  the 
Persian  Gulf  and  the  Indian  Ocean  to  Sri  Lanka,  and  on  through  the 
China  Sea  to  Indonesia  and  the  Philippines.  In  general  no  distinction 
was  made  between  them  in  trade,  and  throughout  Asia  and  Africa  the  two 
types  are  often  found  together.  A major  "factory"  was  in  the  Maidive 
Islands,  the  gathered  shells  being  traded  to  Bengal,  from  whence  they 
were  wholesaled  out  to  the  rest  of  the  world. 

Cowries  have  been  found  in  tombs  of  predynastic  Egypt,  c.  5000  BC, 
likewise  in  those  of  Shang  China,  c.  1500  BC.  They  circulated  through- 
out Africa,  India,  Afghanistan,  Iran,  Southeast  Asia,  China,  and  Mela- 
nesia. They  are  found  in  use  throughout  the  Pacific  Islands,  though 
they  did  not  constitute  a standard  of  value,  as  they  did  in  Asia  and 
Africa.  They  have  been  found  in  graves  as  far  afield  as  prehistoric 
Latvia  and  Anglo-Saxon  England,  and  were  known  and  sought  by  native 
Americans  before  the  Euopean  Invasion. 

The  value  of  the  cowrie  varied  widely  with  time,  place,  demand  and 
supply.  A few  examples  can  indicate  the  range:  Togo,  1896  - 4000  = 

1 German  Mark;  Inland  Tanzania,  1880 's  - 4-5000  = Maria  Theresa  Thaler; 
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Congo,  c.  1900  - 30-60,000  for  a male  slave1  New  Guinea  highlands, 

1924  - 5 for  a small  pig. 

Though  single  cowries  have  served  as  small  change  and  gambling  chips 
throughout  their  range,  most  trade  was  conducted  in  bulk.  in  17th 
century  Bengal  12,000  shells  wrapped  in  a coconut  leaf  was  the  standard 
bundle,  worth  about  1-1/2  Rupees.  The  English  put  them  up  in  small 
barrels  for  the  Guinea  trade.  In  early  20th  century  Nigeria  2000  were 
a "head".  On  the  east  African  coast  and  elsewhere  they  were  done  up 
in  strings  of  100,  the  backs  of  the  shells  being  broken  or  ground  down

for  easy  stringing.  These  strings,  tied  together,  were  often  measured 
in  fathoms,  the  space  between  a man's  outstretched  arms.  Another 
method  of  stringing  was  to  pierce  the  shells  twice  so  they  could  be 
mounted  "sideways"  with  the  cleft  facing  outward.  Long,  decorative 
belts  were  made  thus  in  Melanesia. 

Cowries  have  been  frequently  imitated.  Bone  cowries  are  not  uncommon 
antiquities  in  China,  and  it  is  supposed  by  some  that  the  enigmatic 
"ant  and  nose"  coins  are  cowrie  derivatives.  There  is  a school  of 
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thought  which  sees  a cowrie  model  for  the  original  lumpy  Greek  coin- 
age. Gold  cowries  have  been  found  in  ancient  Cypriot  graves,  bronze 
specimens  from  Etruscan  tombs.  This  writer  has  seen  stone  examples 
(provenance  unknown)  and  a lead  cowrie  from  Thailand. 

In  the  second  half  of  this  century,  with  the  inauguration  of  global 
telecommunications  and  a virtually  unitary  planetary  economy  we  have 
seen  the  eclipse  of  the  cowrie  as  a monetary  item,  as  the  next  century 
may  see  the  end  of  token  currency  entirely.  The  cowrie  now  has  no 
"value",  and  is  simply  a beautifr1  creature,  as  it  always  has  been.

The  fakes  of  Portugal,  dealer  James  Warmus  reports,  include  Matte 
Proofs  of  the  Prince  Henry  the  Navigator  5,  10  and  20  escudos,  and  the 
1966  Salazar  Bridge  20  Escudos.  Fredric  Wachter  also  discovered  faked 
Matte  Proof  Y-21  1970  St.  Thomas  and  Prince  Islands  coins.  The  fake 
Y-21  Matte  Proofs  are  genuine  business  strikes  which,  after  having 
been  coined,  some  unauthorized  person  with  larceny  in  his  heart  sand- 
blasted or  vapor-honed  the  coins.  A 30-X  good  stereo  microscope 
quickly  unmasks  the  frauds.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

THE  COINAGE  OF  THE  AYYUBIPS , by  Paul  Balog,  London,  Royal  Numismatic 
Society  (Special  Publication  No.  12),  1980.  Clothbound,  xil  + 334pp 
50  plates,  English  text.  (ISBN  0901405-13-2).  Available  from  the 
Society,  c/o  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals,  The  British  Museum,  Lon- 
don WC1B  3DG,  England,  UK.  (Price???);  in  the  United  States,  from 
Stephen  Album,  P.  0.  Box  7386,  Santa  Rosa,  CA  95401,  price  $83  postpaid. 

Whenever  a reviewer  heaps  praise  upon  a book  he  is  himself  selling  (at 
some  profit  to  himself),  his  readers  would  assuredly  be  justified  in 
their  incredulity.  Fortunately,  in  the  case  of  Balog's  masterful  corp- 
us of  the  Ayyubid  coinage,  such  skepticism  is  entirely  unwarranted. 

The  author  has  carefully  gathered  data  from  nearly  a hundred  scatter- 
ed sources,  nearly  all  unpublished,  in  order  to  compile  his  catalogue 
of  more  than  one  thousand  individual  types,  of  several  thousand  speci- 
mens in  all.  Most  of  the  types  are  illustrated  by  means  of  high  qual- 
ity photographs  taken  from  plaster  casts  which  have  been  lightly  dust- 
ed with  graphite  to  reveal  the  intricate  detail  characteristic  of  the 
Ayyubid  coinage. 

The  problems  of  classifying  and  organizing  the  huge  body  of  types  and 
dates  are  particularly  vexsome.  I have  handled  thousands  of  Ayyubid 
coins  myself,  and  have  thus  had  to  wrestle  with  these  same  problems. 

Dr.  Balog  has  chosen  to  arrange  the  coins  by  ruler,  with  the  branches 
of  the  dynasty  separated  into  geographically  identifiable  groups: 
first  the  imperial  line  ordinarily  resident  at  Cairo,  followed  by  the 
branch  lines  in  Aleppo,  Damascus,  Hamah,  the  Jazirah,  Hisn  Kayfa,  and 
the  Yemen.  Although  similar  divisions  are  familiar  to  the  student  of 
European  history  and  coinage,  they  are  not  entirely  satisfactory  for 
most  Islamic  empires,  as  the  lines  intertwine  and  are  not  easily  seg- 
regated. Dr.  Balog  has  chosen  to  keep  the  coins  of  each  ruler  togeth- 
er, under  the  particular  line  which  constitutes  his  principal  domain. 
Thus,  for  example,  all  of  the  coins  of  Al-'Adil  Abu  Bakr  I are  includ- 
ed under  the  sultanate  of  Egypt,  even  those  struck  in  the  other  prin- 
cipalities. While  this  has  the  advantage  of  facilitating  the  identi- 
fication of  unknown  coins — the  ruler's  name  is  ordinarily  the  first 
part  of  the  Ayyubid  inscriptions  to  be  recognized — it  has  a serious 
drawback,  insofar  as  the  continuity  of  coinage  in  each  region  is  dis- 
rupted . 

The  listings  of  each  ruler  are  further  subdivided,  first  by  province, 
then  within  each  province  by  metal,  then  by  mint,  then  by  date,  then 
by  denomination.  The  net  result  is  rather  cumbersome,  rather  difficult 
to  use,  but  nonetheless  probably  represents  the  best  arrangement,  for 
the  purposes  of  coin  identification,  that  can  be  made  of  this  extra- 
ordinarily complex  series.  However,  from  the  historical  point  of 
view,  a sense  of  continuity  is  lost.  This  can  be  appreciated  most 
keenly  in  the  case  of  Mayyafariqin , one  of  the  mints  of  the  Jazirah. 

Had  all  the  issues  of  this  mint  been  listed  together,  the  apparent  in- 
consistency of  Al-Adil's  coinage  overlapping  that  of  the  local  branch 
would  have  been  observed  and  discussed.  Al-Adil's  coinage  at  that  mint 
should  have  ceased  in  596,  the  year  of  Al-Awhad's  accession  in  Mayya- 
fariqin. Coin  no.  344,  dated  601,  is  thus  somewhat  anomalous,  for  Al- 
Awhad  was  striking  at  that  mint  continuously  from  599  until  602  (nos. 
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841-844).  More  peculiar  is  the  following  coin,  no.  345,  dated  608, 
which  conflicts  with  no.  848  of  Ashraf,  also  dated  608.  It  is  perhaps 
probably  that  the  two  pieces  are  quite  the  same,  and  were  incorrectly 
distinguished  as  different.  Since  neither  is  illustrated,  the  many 
possibilities  cannot  be  verified. 


The  author  has  provided  comprehensive  indices  by  mint  and  date.  The 
mint  index  has  the  coins  of  each  mint  listed  in  the  order  they  appear 
in  the  catalogue.  Had  they  been  listed  chronologically,  the  index 
would  have  been  more  useful,  in  that  an  overall  picture  of  each  mint's 
production  could  have  been  quickly  perceived.  There  is  also  one  con- 
fusing error  in  the  mint  index;  the  mints  of  Hisn  and  Hisn-Kayfa  should 
not  have  been  separated,  for  the  form  is  "Hisn'  on  all  the  coins.  A 
less  serious  error  is  the  omission  of  a horizontal  bar  between  "Akhlat" 
and  "Aleppo".  Also,  on  page  307,  the  listings  in  the  middle  of  the 
page  given  to  Saladin  are  in  fact  coins  of  Al-Zahir  Ghazi. 


There  a fair  number  of  typographical  and  other  minor  errors  elsewhere 
in  the  book.  For  example,  coin  no.  316  purports  to  be  illustrated  by 
two  examples,  but  the  second,  labelled  ANS  2,  is  actually  no.  314 
(Hims,  598).  Comparing  that  illustration  with  the  correct  illustration 
of  no.  315,  it  becomes  apparent  that  the  arrangement  of  the  obverse 
legend  differs  on  nos.  314  and  315,  whereas  in  the  text,  they  are  as- 
sumed identical.  Another  somewhat  disconcerting  omission  is  the  lack 
of  the  word  "Dirham"  above  the  second  Aleppo  coin  of  640  listed  on  page 
227.  Moreover,  that  coin  (no.  732)  is  said  to  be  of  the  same  type  as 
no.  719,  which  is  a coin  of  a previous  ruler,  whereas  729  is  presumably 
intended.  I do  know  that  the  numbering  was  altered  near  the  final 
stages  of  production,  and  it  is  easily  understood  that  some  of  the  ref- 
erences might  be  incorrectly  changed.  I have  had  the  unpleasant  task 
myself  of  proofreading  a text  of  this  nature,  and  it  is  extremely  diffi- 
cult to  catch  all  such  minor  errors. 


There  is  one  rather  important  error  which  is  no  fault  of  the  author, 
but  is  rather  a mistake  committed  by  the  reviewer.  Coin  no.  847  (Mayya- 
fariqin,  615)  is  correctly  a coin  of  Ahlat  615.  Since  it  was  I who 
submitted  the  listing,  and  only  discovered  the  true  reading  of  the  coin 
after  cleaning  it  in  citric  acid,  1 accept  the  blame  for  this  mistake. 
The  coin  is  quite  similar  to  the  617  coin  of  the  same  mint  and  type 
(no . 861)  . 


My  own  frustrating  experience  with  Ayyubid  coins  enable  me  to  appreciate 
the  magnitude  of  the  task  upon  which  Dr.  Balog  has  embarked.  So  many 
of  the  coins  are  known  largely  or  entirely  from  imperfect  specimens, 
worn,  misstruck,  damaged  or  corroded,  that  legends  need  often  be  re- 
constructed from  numerous  specimens  of  the  same  type.  While  this  is 
not  especially  difficult  if  one  has  the  coins  continuously  at  hand,  it 
becomes  a forbidding  endeavor  when  the  coins  are  scattered  among  dozens 
of  disparate  collections,  accessible  only  by  means  of  the  author's 
notes,  which  are  per  force  as  imperfect  as  the  specimens  themselves. 

For  example,  except  for  the  earliest  issues  of  Saladin  and  his  sons,  the 
full  border  legends  are  rarely  preserved  on  a single  specimen;  in  fact, 
for  much  of  the  coinage  of  Al-Nasir  Yusuf  II,  one  might  have  to  examine 
many  dozens  of  coins  in  order  to  reconstruct  the  border  legends  in 
their  entirety.  Under  such  conditions,  it  is  nigh  impossible  to  detect 
minor  variations  in  arrangement,  segmentation,  or  spelling.  lor  the 
later  issues,  Dr.  Balog  has  generally  ignored  such  small  variations. 
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and  rightfully  so,  for  they  are  rarely  of  great  numismatic  or  historic- 
al value.  When  observed,  such  minor  variations  have  been  relegated  to 
the  footnotes  following  each  listing,  and  that  is  where  they  belong. 

The  immediately  preceding  remarks  are  especially  applicable  to  the 
copper  coinage,  which,  except  for  the  large,  usually  figural  types  of 
the  Jazirah,  comprise  a wealth  of  simple,  but  often  attractive  types, 
usually  badly  struck  on  flawed  and  irregular  flans,  preserving  only 
fragments  of  the  complete  type.  My  recent  experience  indicated  that 
the  listings  of  copper  are  quite  incomplete,  due  undoubtedly  to  the 
aversion  past  numismatists  have  exercised  towards  these  common  but 
difficult  pieces,  with  the  result  that  relatively  few  examples  have 
been  preserved  in  public  and  private  collections.  Past  numismatists 
were  wont  to  regard  them  with  great  disdain,  to  list  them  cursorily 
in  their  publications,  if  at  all,  and  to  omit  metrological  data,  as 
though  such  information  were  inconsequential.  Dr.  Balog's  catalogue 
has  proceeded  a long  way  towards  remedying  this  deficiency,  although 
1 am  confident  future  reports  and  discoveries  will  greatly  amplify 
the  number  of  known  copper  types.  I have  already  observed  this  with 
regard  to  the  issues  of  Al-Nasir  Yusuf  II. 

It  is  perhaps  unfortunate  that  the  problem  of  Crusader  imitations  has 
not  been  dealt  with  in  a more  satisfying  manner.  It  is  true  that  the 
literature  on  the  subject  is  disconcertingly  little,  as  observed  by 
the  author  in  his  bibliographic  reference  on  page  248.  However,  there 
should  have  been  a reference  to  the  presumed  Crusader  imitations  de- 
rived from  types  of  Al-Salih  Isma'il  and  Al-Nasir  Yusuf  II,  on  which 
the  kalima  of  the  reverse  border  inscription  is  replaced  by  the  formula 
bism  Allah  al-rahnan  al-vahim  ("In  the  name  of  God,  the  Merciful,  the 
Compassionate") , a phrase  apparently  intended  to  be  acceptable  both 
to  Muslims  and  Christians.  These  issues  are  extremely  common,  and 
will  undoubtedly  now  be  misconstrued  by  novice  collectors  and  dealers 
as  "rare  and  unpublished"  types,  which  they  are  not.  Other  presumed 
Crusader  issues  include  certain  posthumously  dated  coins  of  Al-Salih 
Isma'il,  which  are  likewise  neglected,  and  the  problematic  posthumous 
issues  of  Al-Zahir  Ghazi,  which  were  supposedly  produced  at  the  Aleppo 
mint  simultaneously  with  the  normal  issues  of  Al-Aziz  Muhammad,  and 
which  have  been  included  in  the  catalogue.  The  attribution  of  these 
last-mentioned  pieces  to  the  Crusaders  remains  controversial,  as  does 
the  proper  classification  of  the  crude  half-dirhams  of  Al-Salih  (be 
he  Isma'il  or  Ayyub) , Al-Nasir,  and  Al-Mu'azzam.  Given  the  complex- 
ities of  the  problem  it  is  understandable  that  any  attempt  at  a full 
analysis  should  be  omitted  from  an  Ayyubid  corpus } but  a brief  repre- 
sentative description  of  the  pieces  would  have  been  immensely  helpful. 

Surely  the  greatest  benefit  of  this  remarkable  publication  is  that  for 
the  first  time,  the  student  of  Ayyubid  history  and  numismatics  has  ac- 
cess to  a comprehensive  and  accurate  treatment  of  the  entire  Ayyubid 
coinage.  For  many  decades,  this  book  will  serve  as  the  jumping-off 
point  for  all  further  study  of  Ayyubid  coinage,  and  will  at  last  all- 
ow the  historian  the  opportunity  to  draw  upon  the  numismatic  source  with 
a degree  of  convenience  and  confidence  never  before  conceivable.  Ap- 
palling few  Islamic  series  have  been  granted  such  thorough  treatment, 
whence  it  is  all  the  more  cause  for  astonishment  that  Dr.  Balog  has 
bestowed  upon  the  numismatic  fraternity  not  just  one,  but  two  great 
corpora , his  1964  work  on  the  Mamluks,  and  now  the  present  volume  on 
the  Ayyubids,  each  a remarkably  full  study  of  a discouragingly  difficult 
series . 
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In  conclusion,  I should  explain  that  I have  sought  to  be  critical  of 
Dr.  Balog's  book  precisely  because  1 believe  that  so  valuable  a work 
must  be  examined  with  all  the  care  it  merits.  Inevitably,  in  so  doing, 
a reviewer  is  bound  to  observe  a few  mistakes,  a few  more  typos,  and 
several  points  of  disagreements.  By  sharing  his  observations  with  his 
readers,  he  can  only  add  to  the  usefulness  of  the  book,  and  guide  the 
prospective  reader  to  the  most  fruitful  utilization  of  it  contents. 

Finally,  I should  mention  that  the  book  is  expensive,  probably  beyond 
the  means  of  many  collectors,  but  you  will  certainly  get  what  you  pay 
for,  and  a lot  more.  No  one  should  consider  serious  study  or  collect- 
ing of  Ayyubid  coins  without  a copy  close  at  hand;  those  who  have  ap- 
proached Mamluk  numismatics  without  Dr.  Balog's  catalogue  of  that  ser- 
ies will  readily  understand.

The  text  is  in  Thai  and  English,  discussing  and  illustrating  through 
photos  and  drawings  78  coins  and  32  Garuda  symbols.  The  booklet  is 
issued  through  the  Numismatic  Association  of  Thailand. 

In  this  interesting  booklet,  Mr.  Bencharit  (NI  # 265)  discusses  and  il- 
lustrates the  story  of  the  "Pot  Duang"  (Thai  Bullet  Money) , and  the 
story  of  the  legendary  Garuda  mark. 

King  Narai  (1656-1688  AD)  first  used  the  Garuda  symbol  on  his  "Pot 
Duang"  money  and  so  did  several  succeeding  kings  of  Thailand  (then 
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Siam).  Modern  coins  since  the  19th  century  issued  by  most  Thai  kings 
also  portray  the  Caruda  symbol,  including  the  present  king,  Rama  IX. 
Tokens  also  portray  the  Caruda  symbol. 

The  text  is  fascinating  and  the  drawings  and  photos  are  very  helpful.
